The Maories, who are 
stated to have been the prisoners who escaped from Chatham Island, 
went from house to house slaughtering all the inhabitants, men, 
women, and children.

LAW AND POLICE. 
THE ELECTION PETITION TRIALS. 


At Guildford, yesterday week, Mr. Justice Willes decided that Mr. 
Onslow was duly elected member for the borough, and that corrupt 
practices did not extensively prevail, but he considered the petition 
properly brought, and setaed to allow the sitting member costs. 


On Monday, at Bewdley, the case for the respondent having 
been completed, Mr. Justice Blackburn found the election void, 
exonerating Sir R. Glass from personal knowledge of corrupt prac- 
tices, but deciding that his agent, Mr. Pardoe, and the agent’s clerk, 
Burnish, were guilty of corrupt treating. Mr. Lloyd withdrew his 
claim for the seat, and the scrutiny accordingly will not be pro- 
ceeded with. All expenses, except those arising from the proposed 
scrutiny, will be paid by the respondent. 

Baron Fitzgerald gave judgment in the Limerick petition, on 
Monday, declaring Gavin and Russell to be duly elected. It had 
not been proved to his satisfaction that the promise in the alleged 
case of bribery and treating had been given with a view to influence 
the votes; but he denounced the system of hiring one mob to put 
down another, regretting that the laws did not provide for punishing 
such a system. He spoke in the strongest terms of disapprobation 
of magistrates and clergymen taking part in such a proceeding. 


The Dublin Court of Common Pleas, on Tuesday, granted the 
application for the withdrawal of the petition against the return of 
Captain Fagan as member for the borough of Carlow. 


Judgment was given on Tuesday, by Judge O’Brien, in the case 
of the petition of Robert Torrens, ex-M.P., against the return of 
Mr. Marriot R. Dalway for the borough of Carrickfergus. The 
respondent was declared duly elected; but Mr. Justice O’Brien 
ordered each party to pay their own costs, in order to discourage the 
drinking that prevailed, which, though not corruptly intended, was 
of a character calculated to excite suspicion of undue practices, and 
not unreasonably to invite inquiry. 


The Irish Court of Common Pleas has sanctioned the withdrawal 
of the Athlone petition, and the Sligo County petition will be 
abandoned. 


At Lichfield, on Tuesday, Mr. Justice Willes opened the Com- 
mission for the trial of the case against Colonel Dyott, who at the 
last election defeated Major Anson. 


Baron Fitzgerald, on Wednesday, began the trial of the petition 
of Messrs. Arunde! and M‘Tier, against the return of Mr. Thomas 
M‘Clure for Belfast. 

The trial of the petition against the return of Serjeant Dowse, 
M.P. for the city of Londonderry, began, on Wednesday morning, 
in the courthouse of that city, before the Hon. Judge O’ Brien. 


The trial of the allegations against the return of Sir A. Guinness 
for Dublin began last Saturday. The opening speech of the counsel 
stated that the election had cost the sitting member £20,000, that 
the bribery was systematic and wholesale, and that it was effected 
by means of guilds, who, on having some assurance that it was all 
right, voted en masse for Guinness and Plunkett. Several witnesses 
were examined in support of these startling statements. 


The Bradford petitions against the return of Mr. Forster and of 
Mr. Ripley were opened on Monday before Mr. Baron Martin. 


The Court of Common Pleas, on Thursday week, gave judgment 
on the question whether the deposit of £1000 was a sufficient 
security in the cases of those election petitions in which the seats of 
both members were attacked. Mr. Justice Willes had ruled in 
chambers that it was, and his decision has now been confirmed by 
the full court. 





OVEREND, GURNEY, AND CO. 

Yesterday week, for the seventh time, the directors in Overend, 
Gurney, and Co., surrendered at Guildhall to answer a charge of 
conspiracy. Mr. Harding, the official liquidator, proceeded with his 
evidence, and in the course of it some important facts were elicited. 
He stated that at the commencement of the business of the limited 
company Messrs. Gurney were debited with the sum of £4,213,000, as 
a debt owing by them to the new company. On the same day they 
took credit for the sum of £1,200,000 as cash, and also the sum of 
£500,000 for the goodwill of the business, The sum of £4,213,000 
consisted of debts, many of which were bad, and had been written 
off in the books of the old firm, but transferred to the company as 
assets, ‘The losses of the new company during the nine months of 
trading, irrespective of what they had lost by the old firm, were 
£1,400,000, During that period they discounted £56,000,000 
worth of bills. Tho costs of the liquidation down to this time had 
been £70,000. Mr. Harding expressed his opinion that some of the 
money from the £5 call now to be made might be returned to the 
shareholders. He stated that during the six years preceding th 
transfer to the company the old firm lost £4,000,000 sterling. 

On Saturday Mr. Edwin Watkin Edwards, an official assiguee 
of the Court of Bankruptcy, entered the witness-box, and the re- 
markable evidence which he gave respecting his connection with 
the old firm and its results was listened to with ‘astonishment by 
the crowded court. Mr. Edwards had £5000 a year from Overend, 
Gurney, and Co., for his advice and assistance, but he had no 
objection to receive douceurs and even salaries from persons with 
whom he was dealing on behalf of Messrs. Overend and Co. Thus, 
to take a few of the admissions that were extracted, rather ex- 
torted, from him. He was the nominee of Overend and Gurney 
in the transaction of a loan for £144,000 to Mr. Stefanos Xenos, 
the manager of a fleet of ships kuown es the Greek and Oriental 
Company. This transaction turned out very ill, but not for 
Mr. Edwards. At some time or other—his memory fails him about 
dates—he was receiving a salary at the rate of £000 a year from 
Mr. Xenos; and he was, moreover, presented by that gentleman 
with a yacht, “not for services rendered, but as a friendly gift.’’ 
He negotiated on behalf of Messrs. Overend and Gurney the sale 
of two ships to a Mr. Pearson, and on that occasion he received 
£2000 from Mr. Pearson. Then, again, he was umpire in the affair 
of Lascaridi and Lever, both of whom were indebted to Overend 
and Gurney; and he had, of course, a douceur of £300 for his ser- 
vices, “ fis impression is’’ that he never received anything in 
addition either from Mr. Lascaridi or Mr. Lever, but he “ will not 
swear that he did not,’’ and he “might have had something and 
forgotten it.’’ Addresses to the Lord Mayor and Sir Thomas Gabriel 
were then delivered by Mr. Serjeant Ballantine for the Messrs. 
Gurney and Mr. Birkbeck; by Mr. Serjeant Parry, for Mr. Barclay; 
by Mr. Giffard, for Mr. Rennie; and by Mr. Serjeant Sleigh, for 
Ne. Gordon. 

Guildhall was crowded on Wednesday to hear the decision of 
the Court. The Lord Mayor said :—* Since the last adjournment 
most anxious and careful consideration has been given to the evidence 
adduced in supportof thischarge, with a view of determining how that 
evidence affected the several defendants. Due weight has also been 
given to the arguments put forth on the last occasion by the able coun- 
sel who have represented the several defendants. 1 have now to an- 
hounce the decision at which the Court has arrived. That decision is 
that there is evidence sufficient to put upon their trial John Henry 
Gurney, Henry Edmund Gurney, Robert Birkbeck, Henry Ford 
Barclay, Harry George Gordon, and William Rennie.’’ The de- 
fendants were admitted to bail—each of them in the sum of £10,000, 
with two sureties of £5000 each. They addressed the Court in turn, 
and energetically denied any intention to defraud. Dr. Adam 
Thom, the complainant, was bound over to prosecute in the sum of 
£5000. Mr. Edwards, official assignee, who gave such extra- 
ordinary evidence on Saturday last, was hooted on leaving the hall. 





The Judges on the Northern Circuit (Mr. Justice Lush and Mr. 
Justice Brett) have fixed the following days and places for holding 
their courts :—Appleby, Fob. 165; Carlisle, 16; Newcastle, 19; 
Durham, 25; Lancaster, March 3; Manchester, 6 ; and Liverpool, 20. 

Application was made to the Court of Queen’s Bench on Mon- 
day by Madame Rachel to strike an attorney off the rolls for retain- 
ing certain sums of money and diverting sums paid for specific 





purposes, A rule was gronted ; and the case will be argued to-day. 








Several years ago the premises of Mr. Walker, a jeweller, of 
Cornhill, were broken into, and amongst the articles stolen were 
383 watches and a number of gold chuins. The burglars were de- 
tected and convicted ; fifty-four watches and chains, besides a few 
which were found at the bottom of the Thames, were recovered ; 
and in a box belonging to one of the felons a sum of nearly £300 
was found, admittedly the proceeds of the stolen property. This 
sum had been handed over to the authorities of the city of Lesion; 
and, although repeated application had been made for it, Mr. Walker 
had obtained no redress. The Court of Queen’s Bench, on Monday, 
granted a rule calling upon the Corporation to show cause why a 
writ of restitution should not be served upon them. 


A case bearing upon the practice of some stockbrokers, in having 
shares transferred in the names of their clerks, came before 
Mr. Commissioner Winslow on Tuesday. The bankrupt, William 
Norton, had been a clerk with Messrs. Spencer and Norton, who 
are themselves before the Court. The liabilities, of which a large 
proportion consisted of calls on shares in public companies, ex- 
ceeded £12,000, and there were no assets. Norton had taken a 
large number of shares as the nominee of his employers, who would 
doubtless have paid the calls had they not got into difficulties. 
There was no opposition to the bankrupt’s passing, but the Com- 
missioner, to mark his disapproval of the practice, suspended the 
order of discharge for twelve months. 


For some time past an investigation has been in progress at 
Worehip-street Police Court in which one Benjamin stood charged, 
under Mr. Russell Gurney’s new Act, with felony in misappro- 
priating partnership funds. At the close of one of the hearings he 
was, as usual, remanded on bail, when, on leaving the court, he 
was arrested on a judgment obtained in the Court of Exchequer in 
an action fordebt. A question affecting the —— of his arrest 
under such circumstances was raised, and the ons of the 
Exchequer have unanimously held that while the criminal inquiry 
was pending Benjamin was privileged from arrest under a civil 
process, and have ordered his discharge. 


At Bow-street, on Wednesday, Mr. Hughes, late chief account- 
ant to the Metropolitan Board of Works, was again brought up on 
a charge of having embezzled £2000, the moneys of the ratepayers. 
The defendant, who simply denied the charge, was committed for 
trial at the March sessions of the Central Criminal Court. 


Jobn Frost, butcher, of Horncastle, Lincolnshire, was on Tues- 
day fined £10 and £5 5s. costs, at Guildhall, for sending diseased 
meat to the London market. 


The report of Mr. William Roupell’s release from prison, in 
consequence of the state of his health, is premature. An appli- 
cation has been made for his release on that ground, and it is now 
under the consideration of the Home Secretary.

Town Institution, Brixton ; the subject being—‘‘ Theodore Hook ;

The 
lecture contained much original matter, and was duly appreciated, 





On the occasion of celebrating ‘‘ Grand Day,’ on Thursday 
week, the Society of the Middle Temple entertained Mr. Reverdy 
Johnson as its principal guest. The attendance was unusually 
large. Whenthe American Minister passed up the hall, in the 
procession of the Benchers and their guests, he was received with 
enthusiastic cheering. As is the custom on such occasions, the only 
toast was “* The Queen.’’ 


At a meeting of Middlesex magistrates, on Thursday weck, a 
motion was made by Mr. Bagshaw that Roman Catholic Chaplains 
should be appointed for Westminster prison at £200 per annum, for 
Coldbath-fields at £250, and for the House of Detention at £50 
Mr. Serjeant Payne moved an amendment that it was unnecessary 
and inexpedient to entertain the question, which was carried on a 
division by sixty-four to thirty-two. 

A party of colonists and other geatlemen interested in New 
Zealand entertained the Hon. William Fitzherbert, Colonial Trea- 
surer, at a banquet, served in St. James’s Hall, on Wednesday, in 
recognition of the able and successful services rendered by him to 
the colony. Previous to the dinner, the hon. gentleman was pre- 
sented with a testimonial consisting of handsome silver tea and 
coffee services. The chair was taken by Sir George Grey, K.C.B., 
late Governor of New Zealand. 

The annual meeting of the friends of the German Hospital, 
Dalston, was held on Monday at the City Terminus Hotel. The 
report stated that the number of in-patients admitted during the 
year have been 1085, of whom 241 were cases of accidents, nearly 
the whole of them being English. The number of out-patients 
had been 14,300. The income for the year had been £3563, and the 
expenditure £3747. The anniversary dinner will be held in March 
next. A bazaar will also be held in May to raise funds for the 
liquidation of the debt on the new building, and to enable the 
committee to increase the number of beds, 144 cases having been 
refused during the year. 


A circular signed by the vice-chainnan of King’s College 
Hospital has been issued. It is as follows :—** My hospital owe 
its bankers £1500, it owes its tradesmen £2600 up to Michaelmas 
last, and we have only £100 at our bankers’. Ourincome ix £2500, 
to meet annual liabilities above £9000. We must find £2000 of the 
above liabilities in the next few weeks. I do most earnestly bog of 
you to help us; even a few shillings in postage-stamps will be 
heartily welcome to the committee.’’ The difficulties of King’s 
Coliewe Hospital are due in very great measure to its secluded 
situation, Asa rule, it is seen by none but lawyers, and it is a point 
in its favour that lawyers who do see it have always been its best 
friends, The committee have long been looking forward with hope- 
fulness to the completion of the new law courts as an event that 
would bring their building under the notice of the public. Not- 
withstanding the present difficulties, moreover, the past history of 
the institution is not discouraging.

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TRINITY CHURCH, 
SLIEMA, MALTA. 


The English Protestant church 
lately erected in the village of 
Sliema, in Malta, for the accom- 
modation of ae ey our country- 
men resident in that place and in 
the adjoining district of St. 
Julian’s, owes its existence chiefly 
to the zeal and liberality of the 
Right Rev. Dr. Trower, Bisho 
of Gibraltar. It was projec 
by the Bishop, who, besides the 
very handsome donation of £1000, 
given as a first offering for the 
church, also made himself re- 
sponsible for any future amount 
required for the total cost of the 
building and ground. The 
church was consecrated and 
opened by the Bishop at Easter, 
1867. The architect was Mr. G. 
M. Hills, of London; the work 
was executed by Mr. Webster 
Paulson, C.E. The building, as 
shown in our Illustration, is 
simple, but not without beauty ; 
its design is in the Early English 
style of architecture. 


THE 
LUTON PLAIT-HALLS, 


The public-spirited and enter- 
rising townsfolk of Luton, in 
Jedfordshire (where the straw 

hats and bonnets are made which 
ladies will again have the good 
taste to wear), have erected a 
Corn Exchange and two Plait- 
Halls, at a cost of £16,000. This 
good town, with its 22,000 in- 
habitants, and with a staple 
manufacture of some commercial importance, as well as of artistic 
keauty, feels that it ought to be more highly appreciated the 
nation at large. Great improvements have been lately le by 
the local board, of which Mr. E. O. Williams is chairman, in theen- 
largement, paving, and draining of the streets; but the building of the 
new halls is its most conspicuous achievement. The two Plait-Halls 
for a branch of the staple trade—viz., the sale of straw-plait to be 
made into hats or bonnets—are situated adjoining each other—one 
in Cheapside, the other in Waller-street. The Corn Exchange is on 
the Market Hil). 

The first-mentioned Plait-Hall, which is to be open daily, is 
nearly square, its size being 100 ft. by 90ft. Facing Cheapside, | 
three pairsof folding-doors open under an arched roof which hasa 
span of 43 ft., and rises at the apex to the height of 32ft. There 
are also two sideentrances under the side Mofs. The principal roof is 
ofiron and glass, supported by fourteen massive square iron columns. 
This hall has eight circular iron windows and five doors. The 
walls are panelled of a light grey colour. The bases of the piers 
are of grey brick, the cornice of ornamental red and moulded brick, | 
with a grey band under. There are forty centre stalls, 6ft. long by 
nearly 2 ft. wide; and nineteen shops, each about 12 ft. square and | 
12 ft. high, with moulded cornices and glazed fronts. There are to 
be also thirty movable tables, with a division on the top of each, 
making two small stalls for the accommodation of sixty small plait- | 
dealers who cannot afford to hire the more expensive 8

The second Plait-Hall may be entered from the Cheapside Hall ; 
or from Waller-street. It is 133 ft. long by 60ft. wide, and its | 
interior architecture is similar to that of the other. All the 
windows are glazed with plate glass. Here are fitted on the sides | 
round the building forty plait-stalls, and thirty-two stalls stand in 
the centre, giving ample space for the passage of buyers all round. 
The total cost of the Plait-Halls, including the purchase of ground, 
will be about £8000. Mr. R. M. Ordish, of London, is the architect; 
and Smart Brothers, of Luton, are the builders and brickmakers. 

The building of the Corn Exchange has cost, with the ground, 
about as much as the Plait-Halls. It is an ornamental building, in 
the Italian Gothic style, with a clock-turret rising to the height of 
85 ft. The principal room is covered with an open-timbered roof, 
stained and varnished. A gallery is erected at the end capable of 
seating about 150 persons. The Corn Exchange will give nearly as 
much sitting accommodation, if used for public meetings, as the 
Townhall. The Corn Exchange is entered by two pairs of polished 
oak doors up a flight of stepson each side, There are here four small 
committee-rooms, access to which is by a circular stone staircase. 
The windows are glazed with plate glass. A large bay window, 
with two centre and two side lights, faces George-street. The 
structure is built of Bath stone and red brick with banded work. 
Beneath the Exchange is a meat and provision market, which, ona | 
Saturday night, when lighted up with gas, presents a very busy 
scene. In the centre are massive iron columns, and, for the pro- | 
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tection of the Exchange, there is

The proceedings on the open- 
ing day were briefly noti in 
our last. The Lord Lieutenant 
of the county, Earl Cowper, K.G., 
who presided on this occasion, 
was accompanied by the Hon. 
Reverdy Johnson, the Minister 
Plenipotentiary of the United 
States, and Sir J. D. Burgoyne, 
High Sheriff of Bedfordshire. 
They were escorted in procession, 
with flags, music, and a guard of 
rifle volunteers, from the Town- 
hall, through George-street and 
Cheapside, to the Waller-street 
entrance. The ceremony of open- 
ing took place in the Plait-Hall 
on that side, which had been 
decorated with mottoes beauti- 
fully worked in straw, and 
hung upon the walls, besides 
ornamental sheaves of wheat 
straw, evergreen garlands, and 
banners. The company having 
assembled, Colonel Ames, on 
behalf of the inhabitants of 
Luton, addressed Earl Cowper, 
and invited him to declare the 
Plait-Halls opened, which his 
Lordship did, expressing his 
interest in the prosperity of the 
town. An address of welcome to 
the American Minister was then 
presented by Mr. E. O. Williams, 
and Mr. Reverdy Johnson made 
one of his kindly, pleasant 
speeches in reply. The procession 
was again formed, and went on 
to the Corn Exchange, where a 
similar form of opening was enacted. In the evening, at four 
o'clock, the Plait-Halls were lighted up; and a dinner took 
place in the Cheapside Hall, at which Earl Cowper presided; and 
the American Minister, Mr. H. Brand, M.P., Colonel Gilpin, M.P., 
Mr. Hastings Russell, M.P., and other gentlemen connected with 
the neighbourhood, made speeches upon the topics of the day. 





We report further efforts of the new Ministry in the direction of 
retrenchment.

Among the other alterations with the view to the economy of labour 
now being carried out at Chatham Dockyard, the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty have ordered copying-presses to be introduced, for the first 
time, for use at that establishment. Consequent on this arrange- 
ment, the officials at Chatham have been called on to report as to 
the number of clerks and writers whose services can be dispensed 
with, and whether writers may not be substituted for clerks.

Tuking 
the alleged injustice of the present system towards the im- 
proving tenant as the basis of grievance, he proposes that 
the Chairman of Quarter Sessions shall be a sort of Equity 
Land Judge, shall have the power of quashing unrighteous 
ejectments, of valuing improvements, and of ordering leases 
of twenty-one years to be granted. It will not be necessary 
to discuss this scheme very soon, as we hear no confirmation 
of the magnificent Promise of Mallow made in the name of 
the present Government by the Attorney-General for Ireland, 
who said that all the Irish questions would be dealt with, 
bloc, by Mr. Gladstone at the opening of Parliament.

The Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol has issued a pastoral, in 
which he notices, among other things, the progress of the restora - 
tion in the two cathedrals in his diocese. The building of the new 
nave in Bristol Cathedral, he says, is steadily advancing. The new 
nave will be 117 ft. long by 69 ft. wide, n | will be divided, as ia 
the choir, into recesses for side tombs. It will be covered by a 
groined stone roof, and terminated by two fine western towers, each 
16 ft. wide. It is certain that wealthy and liberal Bristol will 
never permit the work to be stayéd till all is completed. He next 
notices the commencement of a complete restoration of the choir of 
Gloucester Cathedral. The work will extend over at least twe 
years, and involve an outlay of at least £13,000. The restoration of 
the south transept has just been completed out of subscriptions that 
have already been paid in, and it is to be followed by the restora- 
tion of the south porch, towards which a liberal donation of £500 
has been made already. The state of the funds would seem to be 
as follows :—The original estimate was £45,000. Out of this, work, 
mainly external, has been completed, to the amount of £10,009, 
and work is now undertaken to the amount of £13,000. There re- 
mains, therefore, about half the work arranged for; but of that 
funds only for part, as some of the promised subscriptions had 
reference to the whole work, and, therefore, will not be available 
to their full extend for the moiety. It is plain, then, that a great 
effort must be made at once, as in the neighbouring counties of 
Worcester and Hereford.

Singularly enough, 
many of these specimens were supporters of the Conservative can- 
didate; and it might well have been predicated of some of them 
that they were conservative only in the sense of conserving their 
own personal interests on the particular occasion of the election. 
With the help, probably, of this genus of voters, or perhaps because 
Major Anson’s Adullamite proclivities in 1866 may have weakened 
him with the Liberal party in the town, Colonel Dyott, the Conserva- 
tive candidate, was returned at the late election, and the represent- 
ation thus hended over entirely to Toryism, and hence the petition 
against his return. It is not to be denied that, so far 
as at this present writing the petitioner's case has gone, Mr. 
Justice illes, who is still the presiding Judge to whom 
reference is to be made, has a far wider and deeper 
case of —— to deal with than has yet come under his juris- 
diction. Still, as has been above observed, there is a pettiness in 
the alleged corrupt transactions which seems to indicate that at the 
inst election it was the purity or otherwise of the latest and, if the 
word may be forgiven, lowest class of voters which has been 
aseailed. There is a meagreness in the alleged efforts to bribe, the 
temptations which are said to have been held out are so paltry— 
nay, so mean—that it may well be said that the brilliancy of 
electoral corruption of times not so far gone by have faded and 
clescended into moral squalor. It is remarkable that several of the 
voter witnesses who came to tell the tale of their own petty shame, 
in an electoral sense, seemed worried and bothered, and had come 
to the conclusion that a vote was a burden and an embarrassment, 
if not a snare and a delusion ; and there were protestations in several 
instances that nothing would induce them to have anything to do 
with voting again.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

Prof * Alexander Herschel, at the evening meeting, on Friday, 
the 22nd inst., gave a discourse on the Eclipse of the Sun on tho 
18th of last August. He began with an historical account of the 
more remarkable solar eclipses recorded in history, especially 
noticing the one said to have been predicted by Thales of Miletus, 
which suspended a battle in 610 B.c., as recorded by Herodotus ; 
the eclipse which surprised the fleet of Agathocles, 310 n.c.; the 
one which was said to have presaged the death of Domitian, 96 a.p.; 
and several in England in 1140, 1433, 1598, and 1652, when the pro- 
longed darkness caused the days on which they occurred to be 
named “‘black."’ Proceeding, next, to the special phenomena of 
eclipses, which he briefly described, the Professor stated that the red 
flames or protuberances were first observed at Berne by Caption 
Stannyan, a Swede, in 1706, and characterised by him in a letter to 
Edmund Halley, who himself observed these phenomena at the 
eclipse of 1715, when they caused much consternation. Tiose 
flames were again observed in 1733, by Vassenius, at Gottenburg, 
in Sweden. Little progress was made in the matter till the eclipse 
of 1836, when what are called “ Baily’s beads*’ were observed by 
that astronomer. Valuable observations of the corona and other 
phenomena were made during the eclipse of 1842 and 1851 by Arago. 
Struve, and other eminent astronomers. Before proceeding further 
Professor Herschel gave a brief description (with illustrations) of 
the physical character of the sun, especially noticing the move- 

ments of the solar spots, which he characterised as hollow de- 
pressions in the highly luminous atmosphere or photosphere, 
through which they pierce to a dark centre within. He thea 
described the apparatus and other preparations mad» for the 

observation of the eclipse of July 18, 1860, in Spain, by a party 
under the direction of the Astronomer Royal, Mr. G. B. Airy, when 
valuable and interesting photographs were taken by Dr. Warren 
De la Rue, several of which were magnified and projected on a 
screen by the aid of the electric lamp. Professor Herschel next 

gave details of the latest eclipse, the principal subject of his lecture, 
illustrated by diagrams exhibiting the more important featuras ; 

and, after explaining the method used in the application of the 
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the heavenly bodies are composed, he commentel oa th 
highly-important results obtained through its use by th 
members of the German, French, and English expeditions in 
their observations of the last eclipse at Aden, in India, Mulaya 


&e. He also especially alluded to the remarkable discovery, 
independently made by Mr. Lockyer and M. Janssen, of a methol 
of observing the solar prominences at daylight by means of the 
spectroscope. The lecture was concluded by the exhibition on the 
screen of Major Tennant’s six views of the total eclipse, showing 
the gradual disclosure of some of the prominences and the uncover- 
ing of others by the progress of the moon in its advance across the 
sun; and also some remarkable peculiarities of form in the promi- 
nence described as the “ great horn prominence’ by Major Tennant, 
stated to be 90,000 miles in height. These prominences are now con- 
clusively ‘determined to belong to the sun’s photosphere, and to be 
mainly composed of hydrogen gas. For its results this great eclipse 
stands alone in the history of astronomy. The president, Sir Henry 
Holland was in the chair. 

In the library were exhibited by Mr. John Browaing a silvere1- 
glass speculum as used by Major Tennant for photographing the 
last eclipse, and various spectroscopes;—by Mr. Lidd, new apparatus 


for the liquefaction of gases and vapours, showing a:nmonia, 
cyanogen, and suiphurous vapour in the liquid state. , 
Professor Odling began his second lecture on Hydrogen, on Satur- 
day last, with illustrations of its extreme lightness, as contrasted 
with air, marsh-gas, coal-gas, &c., observing also that, as it had 


been brought into the vaporous state, it might possibly be reduced 
to a liquid if a sufficiently low temperature or adequate pressure 
were obtained. He then, in reference.to the tables of specific 
gravities, or weights, of gases and vapours, referred to the different 
scales, and showed that, when hydrogen is taken as unity, the 


specific gravity of air is 14°47, and when air is taken as unity the 
specific gravity of hydrogen is 0°069. Various illustrations of the 


density of hydrogen were then given, and it was shown how it is 
retained in the upturned vessels in which it is collected, and how it 
can be transferred from vessel to vessel. After referring to 
Débereiner’s observation of the transmission of hydrogen through 
a crack in a glass jar, in 1825, at first incorrectly ascribed to capil- 
lary action, Professor Odling described the successive researches of 
Professor Graham on the diffusion or molecular movement of gases, 
resulting in the enunciation of a law in 1832. It was then showa 
that hydrogen could pass through the pores of a cane ani be burat 
at the end. Professor Odling stated that Mr. Graham, by his ex- 
periment with a single tube (boring a fine hole in a plate of metal 
or glass and observing the rate at which the gas transpired) had 
proved that the rate of transpiration was special for each gis, and 
irrelative to its specific gravity; that transpiration through par- 
ticular tubes was irrelative to their material and inversely to their 
length; that the transpiration of mixed gases was special for the 
mixture and different from the mean transpiration of the con- 
stituents; and that there was no separation of gases in transpira- 
tion. Illustrations were given of the diffusibility of gases through 
media of various substances, even when a lighter gas, such as 
hydrogen, was placed above a heavy one, such as carbonic gas; 
and it was shown that when a mixed gas, such as coal-gas, was 


| forced through compressed graphite (employet by Mr. Graham 


as a diffusionometer) the gas was decomposed, through the con- 
stituent gases diffusing away from each other. The non-luminous 
hydrogen and marsh-gas were filtered from the luminous olefiant 


gas. 

Mr. Richard Westmacott, R.A., F.R.S., in his third lecture on 
subjects connected with Fine Art, delivered on Tuesday last, 
resumed his brief survey of the history of ancient art by adverting 
to its entire decline in Greece and in Rome. Julius Cwsar, 
Augustus, the Antonines, and other Emperors collected works of 
art, and Hadrian did so for his celebrated villa; but this was 
merely as ornamental furniture, and not from «sthetical m tives. 
A few good artists existed in these times, mostly Greeks, who have 


left fine remains, such as the Laocoén, the Toro Farnese, the Dying” 


Gladiator, and the Apollo Belvedere; but these Mr. Westmacott 
regarded as exceptional, and not sufficient to indicate a true art- 
impulse, the Romans being essentially non-artistic, and boasting of 
it. Through the despoiling of Rome by Constantine to adorn the 
newly-founded Constantinople (A.D, 323), succeeded by the accumu- 
lated troubles of the empire through the irruption of the bar- 
barians, ancient art became quite utterly extinct. This fall Mr. 
Westinacott attributed to the total loss of the exalted purpose anl 
elevated love of beauty which animated the Greek artists at the 
noblest period in their history; and he especially commented upon 
the highly-imaginative character of the people, as shown in their 
great ssion for mification of abstract ideas, rivers, moun- 
tains, &c., and in their deifying poetry, wisdom, majesty, Kc. Art 
with them was a real want, and out of this fineart grew. Mr. 
Westmacott next considered the rise of Christian art, saying that 
it was not a revival, but an entirely new birth, growing out of the 
want of the times; and he referred to the controversy on the subject 
of art which arose between the Eastern and Western Churches, the 
former choosing to adhere to crude prescriptive forms even to this 
day, while the latter has permitted the development of beauty. 
After characterising Gothic architecture as picturesque, fantastic, 


| effective, beautiful of its kind, full of unaccountably strange details, 


yet exercising great power over the imagination, Mr. Westmac tt 
made some remarks on its recent revival. He referred tothe curious 
idea that Gothic is essentially Christian art, as it was unknown till 
Christianity had been established nearly 1200 years. Its painting 
and sculpture is of the lowest character, its figures being out of pro- 

rtion and ~~ in impossible attitudes, with stiff, heavy 

peries, &. Even when the motive is d the art is very bai; 


| and Mr. Westmacott said that he could refer to churches whore the 





sculpture had to be obliterated on account of its offensively indeli- 
cate character. It has been attempted, he said, at all times to 
introduce foreign art-feeling, but without success; and in the nine- 
teenth century people cannot be made medieval, pre-Raffaclite, 
Gothic, or even Greek, with all its art-beauty, any more than they 
can be made Egyptian, Assyrian, or Hindoo. Copies miy be mid> 
with great cxactacss, but this is not true art—that is, to speak to 








| industry, energy, learning, and intelligent compilation ; 





the sympathy, the feelings, and the understanding. It is artist's 
art—mechanical, and not the expressi on of inward sentiment. 
Professor T. Rupert Jones gave his third and concluding lecture 
on the Protozoa, or simplest animals, on Thursday last. After 
alluding to the other members of the group, previously described, 
especially the infusori a and spongidw, he proceeded to consider the 
rhizopoda, those sarcodal animals which provide themselves with 
tempo rary locomotive organs, as well as digestive apparatus, by 
means of the protrusion or retraction of their gelatinous flesh, and 
in their lobular, rodlike, or network-like arrangements through and 
beyond the shell. This last was said to be sometimes of silex (as in 
the Polycystina), and sometimes of carbonate of lime (as in the 
Foraminifera). The Professor, after referring again to the 
Ameebina or Lobosa, proceeded to consider briefly the Radiolaria, 
comprising the Polycystines; and then dwelt at more length 
upon the Reticularia or Foraminifera, explaining both Dr 
Carpenter's and Dr. Wallich’s classifications. The common modes 


of growth"fand the habits of several of the more common 
forms of the Foraminifera were next described; and especial 


reference was made to the labours of D’Orbigny, Schultze, Reuss, 
Williamson, Carpenter, Huxley, and others on this interesting 
group. The Professor next considered the fossil forms, es vecially 
the Eozojn of the Laurentian rocks, the green organic sand of the 
Silurian strata, and other examples. The Foraminifera of tha 
chalk were then illu strated, including the curious minute bodies 
termed Coccospheres and Coccoliths ; and the Tertiary Voraini- 
nifera, and especially the Nummuli tes, were noticed, and thei: 
great office in building up the beds of limestones, now large but- 
tresses and flanking masses, of the Alps and Himalayas. In con- 
clusion, he adverted to the fact that to the labours of these animal- 
cules we are largely indebted for the stone of which our temples and 
palaces are mainly composed. 

On Thursday next Dr. Mich ael Foster will commence a course of 
three lectures on the Involu ntary Movements of Animals. On 
Friday evening next Mr. James Fergusson, F.R.S., will give a dis- 
course on Tree and Serpent Wors hip, as exemplified by recently 
discovered Indian monuments. 





LITERATURE, 
Annals of St. Paul's Cathedral. By Henry Hart Milman, DD 
(John Murray.) This last literary contribution of the late venerabl» 
Dean of St. Paul's, who touched many a bra nch of literature, ant 
none that he did not adorn, is not unlikely t o be the most popula: 
of all his many productions. For it is by no means always tho 
greatest work, the most elaborate history, or the grandest poem, 
which is the most popular ; there must be a something which is no 
only “‘ understanded of the people,’’ but calculated to appeal to th- 
people's feeling. And few indeed mu st be the Englishmen 





country or in town, who take no interest in St. Paul's Cathedral 
Westminster Abbey may sound more kingly, but St. Paul's 
Cathedral sounds more natioual; the former may have 

thousands, but the latter has its ten thousands, of lovers 
and admirers; and a hundred times as often as the formes 


does the latter meet the eye in sub stantial reality or in pictorial 
representation. Besides, St. Paul's is connected in men's 
minds with that fatal fire which will be always known, by way of 
awful distinction, as the fire of London; which is one of the firs 

events to make an indelible impression upon the childish mind; ant 
which has burned some sort of idea into the brain of the least intel- 
ligent and most uneducated rustic. Not that the late Dean Milman’s 
volume is calculated for the require ments af children or rustics; it 
is on far too ornate and learned a scale. It is not only a very useful, 
instructive, and interesting book from the first chapter to the 
appendix supplied by Archdeacon Hale, but it is handsome withal, 
and is embellished with several fine illustrations, including an ex- 
cellent portrait of the author. The work can hardly be spoken 
of with propriety as one of the fruits of the author's genius,

The Highlands of the Brazil. By Captain Richard F. Burton 
(Tinsley.) There is a very singular preface to this work: it is 
written by Mrs. Burton, to whom was intrusted by her husband 
the task of seeing the pages through the press, and who, in a half- 
playful and half-earnest manner, expre sses her desire to “ protest 
vehemently against his religious and moral sentiments,"’ and to 

ive ‘‘a friendly warning to a fair or gentle reader."’ It is, there- 
‘ore, with much gingerliness that one proceeds to tread upon the 
unholy ground. But the half-appre hensive and half-expectant 
air with which one prepares to be sh ocked has almost disappéared 
by reason of long-deferred fulfilment before one arrives at p. 115 of 
the first volume. Then, indeed, there are some flippant, bold, and 
ill-considered remarks which show the author in the character of an 
advocate for polygamy, cannibalism, and other abominations, but 
only under certain circumstances. Nor is what Mrs. Burton terms 
“‘our Holy Roman Catholic Church "’ regarded in a reverential spirit. 
But the author’s tone is such as to render harmless whatever few 
ges might be injurious if they contained more subtle, earnest, se- 
Rate, and unanswerable arguments. The tone is that of very many 
anthropologist s who, having become familiar with the subject of 
their studies, seem to look upon it with a sort of contempt similar 
to that which causes the inferior astronomers to speak patronisingly 
and disparaging ly of the lesser stars, as if they could themselves 
have made some thing much better. The two volumes are written 
in a style which suggests haste in composition and a habit of rapid 
generalisation; foot-notes are intérspersed with wearisome fre- 
quency ; bits of foreign languages are intermingled to an aggra- 
vating extent ; and there is an unpleasant tendency towards slangi- 
ness. Still, there are many, especially amongst those who are 
interested in Brazilian affairs and those whose thoughts are bent 
upon emigration, for whom the volumes will have great attrac- 
tions: they are partic ularly lively, but they show symptoms of a 
headiness which will not lead the prudent to rely implicitly upon 
their guidance.

which is not the most satisfactory plea that can be urged in favour 
of a man for whom it is claimed that he was a marvel of honesty, 
consistency, disinterestedness, and patriotism.

History ef Art. By D. Wilhelm Liibke. Translated by F, E 
Bunnett. vols. (Smith, Elder, and Co.) The Germans gene- 
rally are in advance of us in learned acquaintance with the his- 
tory of art, and in philosophical criticism upon its various epochs. 
This book is a compendium of what has by them been discovered, 
deduced, and systematised in these directions; fhe fact that four 
editions of it have been favourably received in Germany is therefore 
1 tolerably trustworthy guarantee of its merit. It is, besides, 
enriched with much original observation, evincing independent 
acumen and good taste. In its English dress the book deserves to 
be even more warmly welcomed, for it fairly supplies what was 
much uceded—a comprehensive manual for the young student of 
the history of the fine arts, painting, sculpture, and architecture, 
from their earliest dawn to the present day. Upwards of 
400 wood engravings—of strangely unequal ability, though many 
ure excellent—considerably enhance the serviceableness of the work. 
Miss Bunnett (to whom we owe translations of German biographies 
of Michael Angelo and Raphael) has evidently aimed at rendering 
her version as close as possible to the original. In doing so, however,

Tle Plays of Philip Massinger, from the Text of William 
Gifferd. Edited by Lieutenant-Colonel F. Cunningham. (A. T. 
Crocker.) As one of the grand company of Elizabethan dram tists 


contemporary with Shakspeare, and shar'ng the exuberant intel- 
lectual inspiration of his age, Philip Massinger has a strong claim 
upon the student of English literature. Though inferior to Ben 
Jonsou in wit and literary scholarship, as well as to Beaumont and 
Fletcher in profusion of graceful and delicate fancies, his genius is 
yet of no mean order. Two of his comedies, ‘A New Way to Pay 
Old Debts"’ and “* The City Madam,” are worthy of perusal, not 
only for their genuine humour and for the insight they give iuto 
the ess ntials of human character, but as pictures of the social and 
domestic life of old England in those times. His tragedie;, 
more especially “The Virgin Martyr,’ “‘The Bondman,”’ and 
** The Fatal Dowry,”’ the last of which was imitated by Rowe 
in ‘** The Fair Penitent,’’ are animated by a lofty spirit of moral 
enthusiasm, end by a peculiar refinement of feeling, in which some 
of the cnergetic sensation-writers of that school are rather deficient. 
In the judgment of such eminent critics as Hallam and Sir Walte 

Scott, none of our dramatists, after Shakspeare, has equalled 
Massiuger in his powerful conception and consistent production of 
leading characters ; nor is he less remarkable for the skilful develop- 
meat of his plots, His chief excellence, however, is the singular har- 
mony and purity of his style, which affords a profitable subject of 
examination asa model of English poetic or rhetorical diction. The 
present complete edition of Massinger, which we owe to the taste 
and «nterprise of Mr. Crocker, the publisher of several other cheap 
standard editions of some English classics, is a volume that deserves 
to be placed beside ‘‘the Globe Shakspeare,"’ upon every 
well-filled book-shelf. The text is that of William Gifford’s 
admirably perfect edition, which has been declared to be 
the best ever published of any old English author; it is ever to be 
lamented that we can have no such perfect text of Shakspeare. 
To the plays, moreover, included in Gifford's edition, the accom- 
plished editor of this volume, Colonel Cunningham, has now first 
added another, ‘‘ Believe As You List,’’ which was supposed to 
be lost, till its accidental discovery in 1844. The diligence and 
judicious care with which Colonel Cunningham has performs his 
task—evidently a labour of love—must have our sincere commenda- 
tion. His introductory memoir contains all the information, either

The gift of this 
series was very acceptable, for Robert Smirke, as one of the earliest 
and best of English genre-painters, as an artist of genuine humour 
and considerable technical ability, and as one of the principal book- 
illustrators of our school, well deserved to be represented in our 
National Gallery of Native Painters. We may also remind the 
reader that Robert Smirke was the father of the two distinguished 
architects, Sir Robert and Mr. Sydney Smirke. The subject of the

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ST. PETER’S CHURCH, 
OLD GRAVEL-LANE: 


This church, in the parish of St. 
George’s in the East, near the 
London Docks, has been built by 
the St. George’s Mission, after ten 
years’ preparatory labour. A 
temporary iron chapel was first 
erected in Calvert-street, where 
the services of the Church were 
daily held until more than a 
hundred communicants were 
gathered together; schools for 
boys, girls, and infants were es- 
tablished ; and a club for work- 
ing men was formed, with evening 
classes, lectures, social and musical 
entertainments, a penny bank, and 
various other charities, for this dis- 
trict of about 8000 souls. The 
sisters of the Mission teach in the 
schools, visit and relieve the poor, 
and take charge of an industrial 
school for training young girls for 
service. They also manage a 
penitentiary in the country, for 
the recovery of fallen women and 
girls from the eaft of London. 
In addition to these local chari- 
ties the Mission has established 
a convalescent home, for those 
who had recovered from cholera, 
at Seaford, in Sussex, which is 
still maintained for the benefit of 
the parish’ and mission. district. 
The mission chapel of St. 
Saviour’s, Wellclose-square, has 
also been maintained for nearly 
ten years in connection with the 
same mission, with its schools and 
other charities. Besides a club 
for working men, a boys’ insti- 
tute and club, with a drum-and- 
fife band, has been opened in this 
portion of the mission; and it is 
1oped that another church will 
be built, so as to form a second 
ecclesiastical district out of the 
parish of St. George’s. All these 
important and useful missionary 
works have been maintained for 
ten years, without any endow- 
ment, by charitable contribu- 
tions; and, though great dif- 
ficulties have had to be sur- 
mounted, yet the various works 
have been sustained. A district 
taken from St. George’s and Shad- 
well parishes has now been per- 
manently attached to St. Peter’s, 
and an endowment provided~ by 
the Ecclesiastical Commission ; 
but of course this will be quite 
insufficient to maintain so many 
institutions, which must still be 
dependent upon charitable 9 
It is also in contemplation to build 
a house for the clergy, another for 
the sisters and their industrial 
school, as well as school-buildings 
for the daily schools, as soon as 
the necessary funds can be raised, 
The Incumbent of the new parish 
is the Rev. C. F. Lowder, by 
whom St, George’s Mission was 
commenced. 

St. Peter’s Church is built in 
the style of the later First Pointed 
Gothic, being faced externally 
with yellow stock bricks, relieved 
with stone dressings; and -in- 
ternally with red bricks, having 
bands and patterns of black 
bricks. The columns of the main 
arches are of blue Pennant stone. 
The plan consists of a lofty nave, 68ft. by 27 ft.,. with clerestory 
lighta. It is at present four bays in length; the three western have 
north and south aisles, 10 ft. wide. The west walls are eee pres 
with provision for an extension, and a north-west tower and slated 
spire. Eastwards of the nave are transepts north and south, con- 
nected with it by lofty arches piercing the clerestory. The chancel 
is 35 ft. long by 22 ft. wide, with two trefoiled winkows in the east 
end, surmounted by a shafted wheel window about 17 ft. in diameter. 
The chapel on the south side of the chancel is 36 ft. by 16 ft., with 
an open, high-pitched span roof, having a three-light east window, 
and large quatrefoil side-lights. The organ chamber is on the north 
side of the chancel. 
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There are a lower and upper sacristy, con- |

nected by an internal stone staircase. In the transept gables are 
cusped wheel windows; the other windows are mostly single lights 
with trefoiled heads. The floors are laid with encaustic tiles in 
patterns. The chancel will be fitted with returned oak stalls. The 
altar is of carved and pierced panels, gilt. It is intended to erect 
a reredos formed of alabaster and other marbles, with a sculpture 
of the Crucifixion. It is proposed, also, to put up a rood screen, 
and to fill the windows with stained glass. The architect is Mr, 
F. H. Pownall, of Gower-street,

8ST. LEONARD’S BRITISH 
AND INFANT SCHOOLS. 


These schools are erected on a 

commanding site at the junction 

of the London-road and Gensing 

Station-road, at St. Leonards-on- 

Sea, and the building has rather 

an imposing appearance, though 
plain and unpretending. Its 
design is of composite architecture, 
combining features of both the 
Norman and Italian styles; but 
outward beauty and ornament 
have not been so much studied as 
the comfort and convenience of 
the interior. The ground and 
basement floors are of brickwork, 

plastered with Portland cement, 
and having architrave mouldings 
and a good cornice, surmounted 
by a story of red brickwork, with 
white brick cut arches and pro- 
jecting key-stones. The south 
end is octagonal, and finishes with 
a bold pediment, a clock, and a 
handsome vane for finial. The 
difference of level between the 
roads on either side of the school 
enabled the architect to provide 
an entrance for boys and girls in 
opposite sides of the building, 
without meeting each other. On 
the ground floor is the infant 
school, 58ft. by 28ft., and 14 ft, 
pitch, with galleries so constructed 
that they may be used as plat 

forms for lectures, for which this 
room is very well adapted. The 
girls’ and boys’ schools above are 
each 42ft. long and 28ft. wide, 
and 15 ft. 6 in. in height, with two 
class-rooms to each 17 ft. by 14 ft., 
all fitted with desks and seats of 
the newest design and best con- 
struction. This furniture, with 
the whole of the interior wood- 
work, is stained and varnished, 
The stai lobbies, and pas- 
sages are of Yorkshire stone laid 
in concrete on brick arches, and 
are fireproof. Opposite each 
school-room door on the landing 
is a fire-tap, or hydrant, always 
charged with water and furnished 
with hose, in case of fire. All 
the doors, internal and external, 
are made to open outwards, 
The best arrangements are made 
for warming and ventilating, and 
for the lavatories. The building 
will accommodate 560 children, 
and ite entire cost, including £700 
for the freehold site, and the ex- 
pense of fittings, is about £3600. 
The architect is Mr, Thomas 
Elworthy, of St. Leonards; and 
the builder, Mr. Alfred Vidler, 
jun., of Hastings. The work was 
commenced in April last and com- 
pleted at the end of November. 


BRITISH SCHOOLS, 
TYNE DOCK. 

The British Schools at Tyne Dock 
are erected on ground given by 
the railway company, adjoining 
the Tyne Dock railway station. 
Mr. Prosser, architect to the 
North Eastern Railway Company, 
repared the plans for both the 
National and British Schools: 
both buildings are alike, except 
that the Briti ... Schoolaare a little 
larger. The design is of mediwval character, freely treated, with- 
out pretensions to elaborate and ornamental details, the architect's 
chief aim being to.meet the requirements of schools—good arrange- 
ment, well-lighted and ventilated. The building, which is in the 
form of the letter H, is of red bricks, relieved by the intro- 
duction of fire bricks. The boys’ and girls’ school-rooms are 
at each end of the building, each being 66 ft. 6in. in 
length by 20ft. in breadth, and 17ft. in height. The infant 
school is in the centre of the building, and the dimensions are 
51 ft. Gin. by 25 ft. Large class-rooms are attached to each of 
the schools, and also all the usual conveniences. In the play- 
grounds are covered sheds communicating with each school door, 
and these have. been erected in order to allow the children to 
take their usual outdoor exercise in wet weather. Mr. Robert 
Bates, of South Shields, was the contractor for the whole of the 
works. The entire cost of the buildings and fittings is estimated at 
£2260, The committee suggest that if the public will provide £300, 
the workmen themselves will raise the remaining portion by a 
bazaar and other means, and thus free the schools from debt, he 
buildngs will accommodate between 700 and 800 children, who 
are placed under four efficient certificated teachers. There are 
between 300 and 400 children in daily attendance. The schools 
are calculated to do a large amount of good in a populous and 
largely increasing district.

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THE NEW 
LORD LIEUTENANT 
OF IRELAND. 

In this Number of our Journal 
we present several Illustrations 
of the reception which has been 
given at Dublin to the estimable 
nobleman appointed by the Liberal 
Ministry to — over the 
government of Ireland. The por- 
trait of Earl Spencer will 
acceptable to many of our readers. 
Althorp, in the county of North- 
ampton, and Wormleighton, in 
the county of Warwick, have been 
the patrimony of the Spencers for 
neni four centuries. Sir Robert 
Spencer, of Wormleighton and 
Althorp, ‘‘the fifth Knight,”’ says 
Camden, ‘‘in a continued suc- 
cession, was the first Lord Spencer 
of Wormleighton ; and his grand- 
son, Henry Lord Spencer, the first 
Earl of Sunderland, the gallant 
Cavalier who fell at Newbury. 
This nobleman, the husband of 
Lady Dorothy Sidney, the poet 
Waller’s Sacharissa, was ancestor 
of the Earls of Sunderland, the 
Dukes of Marlborough, and the 
Earls Spencer. The Hon. John 
Spencer, second surviving son of 
the eminent statesman, Charles, 
third Earl of Sunderland, K.G., 
by Anne, his wife, daughter and 
coheiress of John Churchill, the 
great Duke of Marlborough, suc- 
ceeded to Althorp, in the county 
of Northampton, the ancient 
patrimony of the Spencers, and 
was for many years a distinguished 
member of the House of Commons, 
He died at Wimbledon, and was 
buried at Althorp, leaving, by 
Georgina Caroline, his wife, 
daughter of John, Lord Carteret 
and Earl Granville, Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland in 1724, one son, 
John Spencer, of Althorp, first 
Earl Spencer. He married Mar- 
garet Georgiana, eldest daughter 
of the Right Hon. Stephen 
Poyntz, and had a son, George 
John, his heir, and two daughters, 
Georgiana, the beautiful Duchess 
of Devonshire (grandmother of 
the late Earl of Carlisle, K.G., 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland), and 
Henrietta Frances, Countess of 
Bessborough, mother of the late 
Earl of Bessborough, Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland. The son and 
heir, George John, second Earl 
Spencer, K.G., married Lavinia, 
daughter of Charles, first Earl of 
Lacan, and, dying in 1834, was 
succeeded by his son, John 
Charles, so well known as Lord 
Althorp, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, and third Earl Spencer. THE RIGHT HON. EARL SPENCER,

Upon his death, without issue, in 
1845, the family honours devolved 
on his brother, Frederick, fourth 
Earl Spencer, K.G., Rear-Ad- 
miral, R.N., C.B., Knight of St. 
Louis, &c., Lord Chamberlain, and 
afterwards Lord Steward of the 
Household, He married, first, in 
1830, Elizabeth Georgiana, second 
daughter and coheiress (with her 
sisters, the Dowager Lady Clinton 
and the Dowager Marchioness 
of Exeter) of William Stephen 
Poyntz, Esq., M.P., of Cowdray 
Park, Sussex, by Elizabeth Mary, 
his wife, sister and heiress of 
Samuel, sixth Viscount Montagu; 
and, secondly, in 1854, Adelaide 
Horatia Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir Horace Beauchamp Seymour, 
The Earl died in 1857, and was 
succeeded by his son Sir John 
Poyntz Spencer, K.G., present 
and fifth Earl Spencer, late Groom 
of the Stole to his Royal High- 
ness the Prince of Wales, and now 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. His 
Lordship, born Oct. 27, 1835, ma 
ried, in 1858, Charlotte Frances 
Frederica, third daughter of Fre- 
derick Charles William S ymour, 
fifth son of Lord Hugh Seymour, 
whose father was Francis, first 
Marquis of Hertford, K.G., Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland in 1765. 
Maternally, her Excellency 
Countess Spencer is grand- 
daughter of Frederick William, 
Marquis of Bristol.

THE NEW LORD 
LIEUTENANT IN DUBLIN. 
The arrival of Earl and Countess 
Spencer at Dublin on Saturday, 
the 16th inst., and the ceremonies 
of their reception, are the subjects 
of two or three Illustrations in 
this Number The new 
Lieutenant and his lady came f 
Holyhead in the Royal 
steamer Ulster, which arrived at 
Kingston about seven o’clock in 
the morning, and was greeted 
with a salute of twenty-one guns 
by the Royal George. The Ulster 
lay alongside the Carlisle Pier till 
noon, when their Excellencies 
landed. The vessels in the har- 
bour, the gun-boats Seamew and 
Raven, and several merchant- 
ships, were gaily dressed with 
flags; so were the public build- 
ings on shore, and the railway 
station. A guard of honour of 
the Grenadier Guards was 
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stationed at the pier. The officials of the Viceregal Court and 
household, with several military and naval officers, magistrates, and 
railway directors, were present to meet Lord and Lady Spencer as 
they came ashore. They quickly travelled to Dublin in a ial 
triin, with a splendid state carriage. At the Westland-row 
terminus of the Dublin and Kingston Railway they were met b 
Lord Strathnairn, Commander-in-Chief in Ireland, with his staff, 
and by the Lord Mayor of Dublin, Sir William Carroll, with the 
Town Clerk, the High Sheriff, Mr. E. H. Kinahan, several Alder- 
men, and a few Town Councillors. The Lord Lieutenant, on 
alighting from the train, was received upon the platform by the 
Lord Mayor, while the civic officers placed the keys of the city, 
with the mace and sword, at his Excellency’s feet. The Lord 
Mayor, in handing the keys to Earl Spencer, bade him a hearty 
welcome, and expressed a hope that his government would tend to 
the peace and prosperity of the country. His Excellency replied, 
and thanked the city for its loyalty; the keys were handed back to 
the Lord Mayor, and a procession was formed to cenduct the new 
Viceroy to the Castle. The Grenadier Guards, the 4th and 9th 
tegiments of Infantry, and the 14th Hussars, lined the way along 
Westland-row, Clare-street, Leinster-street, and the north side of 
Merrion-square; the 66th and 65th Regiments were posted in 
Nassau-street; the intermediate distance was occupied by the 
lst Royal Dragoons and some of the 4th Regiment. The weather 
was rainy, and the soldiers wore their overcoats, which rather 
spoiled the effect of the show. Earl Spencer rode on horseback, 
accompanied by Lord Strathnairn and Major-General Arthur 
Cunynghame, with their staff. He was preceded by the Lord 
Mayor and members of the Corporation, and the Sheriff, in state 
carriages; while behind his Excellency came three iages, in 
the first of which sat Countess Spencer, with Lady Charles Bruce, 
the Right Hon. Chichester Fortescue, Chief Secretary, and_the 
aide-de-camp in waiting; in the other two carriages were Lord 
C. Bruce and the gentlemen of Earl Spencer’s suite. The route 
was along Westland-row, Lower Merrion-street, Clare-street, 
Leinster-street, Nassau-street, Lower Grafton-street, College-green, 
Dame-street, and Cork-hill. The people in the streets cheered 
heartily, and ladies at the windows freely waved their handker- 
chiefs, as the procession went by. It reached the Upper Castle- 
yard about twenty minutes to one o'clock. The Ulster King of 
Arms (Sir Bernard Burke), Colonel MacDonnell, the Gentlemen of 
the Bedchamber, and the Rev. Dr. Dickinson, Dean of the Chapel 
Royal, awaited his Excellency’s arrival at the grand entrance to 
the Castle. The guard of honour, which had been drawn —_— front, 
presented arms, and the band of the 66th —— played the 
National Anthem when his Excellency entered the Castle Yard. 
The public were not admitted into the Castle Yard, and few persons, 
except those of the household, were present. Their Excellencies 
were received at the grand entrance by Ulster King of Arms, 
who conducted them to the drawing-room, where a number of 
distinguished personages were presented to their Excellencies. 
The boys of the Hibernian Military School (numbering about 
400), under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Wyn and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Speedy, were drawn up in the yard in line at 
each side of the entrance porch, with colours flying in the centre. 
The band played several airs, including ‘ Nora Creina,’’ with 
great taste and in good time. As the boys passed out of the Castle 
gate, in quick time, the band playing “St. Patrick’s Day,” with 
the colours (presented by his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales) 
flying in front, they were loudly cheered by the spectators. When 
the presentation had concluded, their Excellencies appeared on the 
grand balcony, and were warmly received by those assembled in 
the yard. Their Excellencies remained on the balcony until the 
band of the guard of honour had played “St. Patrick’s Day,” 
after which they retired. The Castle gates were then thrown open 
to the public, and the bands of the 66th Regiment and the 
Hibernian Military School performed a number of national airs, 
after which they were dismissed, and Earl Spencer went out for a 
ride in the Phoenix Park. 

The state reception on Tuesday week, at the Castle, was attended 

by deputations from the Municipal Council and the University of 
Dublin, for the purpose of presenting addresses of congratulation 
on his appointment to the office of Lord Lieutenant. The deputa- 
tions were received in the Presence Chamber. The Lord Lieutenant 
appeared in full costume, and the members of the household and 
his staff were similarly attired. His Excellency was attended by 
the Right Hon. Chichester Fortescue, M.P., Chief Seeretary ; Sir 
2. R. Wetherall, Under-Secretary; Sir Bernard Burke, Ulster 
King of Arms; Mr. Roundell, Private Secretary; Dr. Hatchell, 
surgeon to the household; Dr. J. Stannus Hughes, physician to 
the household; Colonel Caulfeild, Comptroller of the Household ; 
Major Boyle, Gentleman Usher; Colonel Donaldson, State Steward; 
the Hon. Henry Leeson, Chamberlain; Colonel Forster, Master of 
the Horse; several aides-de-camp, and other gentlemen of the 
household. First came the deputation from the Corporation, who 
wore their civic robes and were attended by the municipal officers, 
with their insignia. In receiving them his Excellency stood at the 
foot of the throne—an ancient privilege which they esteem: 
and, in grateful recognition. of the concession, their officers 
deposited the sword and mace of the city at his Excel- 
lency’s feet. The Chief Secretary, to the right of the Lord 
Lieutenant, held the sword of state. All the officers of 
the Government wore the Windsor uniform. The deputation 
having been formally introduced, the Lord Mayor read the address. 
to which the Lord Lieutenant made a suitable reply. When the 
Corporation had retired, the deputation from the University was 
introduced. It consisted of the Vice-Chancellor, Sir Joseph Napier, 
the Provost, Vice-Provost, and a number of the Fellows, Doctors, 
and Masters. The Vice-Chancellor read the address, which was 
received and duly replied to. The Provost informed his Excellency 
that at a meeting of the Senate, held three days before, it was 
resolved to present him with the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws, and that among those upon whom a similar degree had been 
conferred were the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, and 
the Duke of Abercorn. His Excellency expressed his grateful sense 
of the compliment, observing that it afforded him great satisfaction 
to receive a distinction which had been already conferred upon so 
many illustrious personages. 


The inauguration of the theatre of the Viceroy of Egypt at Cairo 
(a building run up in less than three months) has taken place with 
the representation of the “‘ Belle Héléne.”” His Exce was 
orevented from bei resent by a slight indi ition. 
Tawfik Pacha, the Heir Apparent, attended by other mages 
of the Court, was, however, among the spectators.

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THE NEW OVERLAND ROUTE TO INDIA. 


Continuing from our last week’s Paper the description of the Mont 
Cenis Summit Railway—by which travellers or mails on their way 
from England to India may now cross the Alps into Italy, 
and so pass on to the pert of Brindisi, at the southern ex- 
tremity of the Peninsula, whence they will have a short sea- 
passage to Alexandria or the Isthmus of Suez—we add some details 
of the peculiar construction of Mr. Fell’s line, with its climbi 
locomotive engines. An Engraving appeared in the Number of 
this Journal for Feb. 1, 1868, showing one of these i with a 
train behind it, ascending a very steep incline, and, at the same 
time, going round a sharp curve, with a radius of but forty yards. 
The raised central rail, between the two ordi rails of the road, 
was distinctly apparent in that Illustration, with the two of 
horizontal w ous at the bottom of the locomotive, grasp’ i 
central rail and working upon it as the ordinary driving-wh in 
their perpendicular position, act upon the common rails. But it 
must be observed that the use of these horizontal wheels 
and of this central il is merely auxiliary, to pull the 
trains “p the most severe gradients, or to them safely 
round the most abrupt turns of the road. It even been 
found possible, in an experimental trip, with a light load, in dry, 
clear weather, the rails not being slippery, for a skilful driver to 
get over the whole line at a low speed without using the hori- 
zontal wheels at all. Along the first twenty-five miles, from St. 
Michel to Lanslebourg, the average rise does not exceed 79 ft. in 
the mile, and the assistance of the horizontal wheels is not required ; 
but in the next six miles and one third, from Lanslebourg up to 
the summit of the P. the total rise is 2171 ft., being at the rate 
of 350 ft. in the mile. the Itulian side, going down to Susa, 
there are some 
the invention of Mr. Fell gives i? safety in descending, as 
well as the possibility of ascen , the most formidable slopes. 
It is this curb-power, indeed, which is one of the greatest merits 
of the Fell system. When Bn, twelve miles an hour down 
gradients of 1 in 12, the brakes are applied, the perpendicular 
wheels cease to turn, the horizontal wheels clip the cen rail with 
enormous power, and within some thirty y the train is brought 
to a complete standstill without the slightest shock or concussion. 
It would be ible to at pe power as would bring the train 
up short. ‘*When one stands upon the line and contemplates,”’ 
says a traveller, “‘the steepness of the slope down which one has 
just slid easily without strain or inconvenience, one 
the prodigious force applied to restrain the momentum of the string 
of ponderous carriages launched upon that declivity. It is the 
triumph of mechanical power, wielded by a few brakesmen’s hands, 
who turn, without apparent effort, the 
various wheels. The control is perfect, and measurable to a nicety. 
In fact, on the descent of the mountain, there is nothing to warn a 
traveller who should not look out of window that he is on a railway 
of a very unusual construction. The motion is steady and easy, 
there is no jarring of any kind, and one soon ceases to notice the 
sloping position of the train.’’ 

e total length of the Cenis Mountain line is forty-nine miles ; 
and the vertical lift of the train and load about 5000ft. Com- 
mencing at St. Michel, there is a terminus for passengers and mer- 
chandise, and workshops for the repair of the engines and ——- 
nent way. The gradients between this point and Modane, the first 
station, are respectively 1 in 50, 20, 37, 59, and 250. Intermediate 
between these two points there is at Lapraz a watering-place, and 
at Fourneaux a —s for trains in contrary directions to pass by. 
Proceeding from M © there is one of the two stee inclines 
on the whole road, being 1 in 12 over the first part, and 1 in 16 for 
the remainder; thence there is a long ascent of 1 in 50, a descent 
of 1 in 45, curving into a short ascent of 1 in 55 to Bramans, the 
second station. A more gentle inclination of 1 in 111 leads up to 
the halting-place at Termignon; after which a short ascent of a 
steepness of 1 in 14 gives way to a considerable length of declivity 
of 1 in 33, changing into a short rise of 1 in 83 at the station of 
Lanslebourg, the last station before the actual ascent of the 
Pass may be properly said to commence. From this place 
the line of railroad zigzags up the mountain side by no 
less than six tiers of the heaviest gradients and sharpest 
curves, the inclines commencing at 1 in 19, and afterwards attain- 
ing towards the summit of the mountain 1 in 13 and 1 in 12}, 
coming up to the line of frontier between France and Italy at an 
incline of lin 17. At this point is the “‘ Frontier Station.’’ Inter- 
mediate between it and Lanslebourg there is, at Refuge No. 23, a 
watering-place for the engines. The summit of the Pass has been 
thus nearly reached, and is actually attained by a short length of 
lin 16. Beyond this point, the descent is commenced at 1 in 13, 
and then continues respectively at 1 in 33, 17, and 50, down to the 
first station on the Italian side, at La Grande Croix. The descent 
thence is along declivities of 1 in 12}, 14}, 25, 13, 78, ending in a 
very short run of 1 in 26, at the station of San Martino. Passing 
this, the steepest declivity of 1 in 12 extends for a considerable 
distance, and is followed by a still greater length of 1 in 14 decline, 
curving to 1 in 100 as the line runs on to the level plain of Susa, 
where it terminates parallel with the large station of the Turin line 
at that place. Between San Martino and Susa there is a watering- 
station, at Giarlione. The curves on this descent are quite equal in 
sharpness to those on the ascent. There are two stoppages for 
water 6n the French side, and four on the Italian side. ney cause 


,@ certain loss of time, which might be saved but for the necessity of 


economising weight, by making the engines carry only a small 
quantity of water. 

The line of route, the gradients of which we have given, is upon 
inclines and along S curves for the whole distance, saving only one 
short level at San Martino. Some of the sharpest curves are on the 
heaviest gradients, and in places there are S curves of such small 
length that in a train of four carriages the engine and the last one 
are perfectly visible to each other. 

Along the highest of the mountain, where the snowdrifts 
and avalanches are liable in the winter to obstruct the way, tunnels, 
screens of masenry, and covered ways of sheet iron have been pro- 
vided. The adoption of this plan has enabled the constructors of

but these could not turn the curves, and the present plant consists 
entirely of engines with four vertical wheels of 2 ft. 4in. diameter 
the centres of which are 7ft. 6in. apart, giving thus a very small 
amount of wheel base, but with a large overhang of the engine- 
frame at both ends. The engine, which is about 20ft. long and 
7 ft. broad (over all), carries also four horizontal wheels of the same

diameter, which can grip the middle rail with a pressure of from 
zero, or entire freedom, up to 20 tons of adhesion; the 
ordinary working pressure for trains of 32 tons total weight not 
having, so far, exceeded 12 or 14 tons of horizontal adhesion. The 
maximum adhesion obtainable from the horizontal wheels is 34 tons. 

This artificial adhesion is obtained by right and left handed 
screws of slow pitch (half-inch) acting by means of crown and 
worm wheels upon two lateral bars, which are thus pressed ae; 
the axles of the wheels, a certain amount of play being allo by 
six volute springs on each side, the deflection of which is only eight 
millimetres per ton of pressure. 

The two cylinders of the locomotives, 15in. in diameter and 16in. 
stroke, work against a rocking shaft of steel 9in. in diameter, by 
the arms of which all the wheels, both vertical and horizontal, are 
actuated. The engines weigh 18} tons each, and carry, in water 
and fuel, about 4 tons more. The i are first, second, and 
third, accommodating respectively twelve, fourteen, and sixteen 
er ; their average dimensions being, in length, 14ft. 8 in. ; 

readth, 6 ft. Gin. ; and height at centre, 6ft. 9in. They run on 
four vertical wheels, 2ft. 4in. in diameter, with a wheel base of 
6ft. Formerly they had aleo two horizontal wheels at each 
end, but one pair has been removed from all the carriages. They 
have, besides the ordinary brakes on the vertical wheels, brake- 
power on the central rail, and one guard is appointed for each car- 
ringe, but when the train is coupled-up one man can work the four 
brakes of two carriages. Small wheel8 are used both in the engines 
and carriages for facility of turning round the curves; and one 
wheel of each pair is fitted to an Adams radial axle for freedom of 
movement. The brake-power ap to be more than sufficient ; a 
small light English carriage of 1} tons was braked in the ordinary 
manner en an incline of 1 in 12 upon a curve of 40 metres radius, 
and one of the ordinary trains of four carriages and engine, travel- 
ling at 15 kilometres per hour, is stated to have been brought up in 
22 metres upon a similar gradient. 

The trains are of several kinds—first-class express, ordinary 
trains, and goods-trains. The maximum number of carriages is 
five or six, with one or two luggage-vans. The carriages aré upon 
the omnibus plan, with the seats placed lengthwise. The width of 
the carriages is 6} ft., outside measurement. By means of small 
platforms outside the doors, which are at each end of the carriages, 
In general there is a 
luggage-van between the foremost carriage and the engine, so as to 
protect the ngers from the heat. The journey from St. Michel 
to Susa, including stoppages, is usually performed by the ordinary 
trains in five hours and a half, or six hours; the “* diligence,’’ or 
stage-coach, drawn by a dozen horses, requires twice that time, even 
in Lag ow I good weather. All feeling of danger is lost in the ascent 
long before the summit of 6870 ft. has been attained. It partially 
returns, however, as you begin to descend on the Italian side, but 
only fora moment. Here the zigzags commence indeed; and you 
enjoy the prospect, which perpetually opens in new forms, of the 
Piedmontese valleys, with their almost innumerable villages, vine- 
yards, and farms. The general effect is peculiar in some other 
respects. For example, in running down one line of zigzag you 
enjoy a scene of delicious beauty ; but in a few minutes you turn a 
sharp curve, and then you have nothing before you but a frowning 
wall of rugged rock. By-and-by you arrive midway between the 
summit and the vale; and then, besides the alternating views just 
described, you look upwards and see a mountain of granite whose 
tops are literally in the clouds. This continues until the station at 
Susa is reached and the journey is ended. 

There are several points for consideration before the Mont Cenis 
Summit Railway can be accepted as a final solution of the problem 
of railway communication between France and Italy. The conces- 
sion, which was granted in 1865 7 the Emperor Napoleon, of the 
privilege of laying down rails on the high road from St. Michel to 
the Italian frontier is not perpetual, but for a short term of years, 
at the expiration of which the Tunnel will probably be completed. 
The inevitable break of gauge at two places, first at St. Michel and 
next at Susa, is a practical inconvenience which cannot easily be 
remedied. The width of the Mont Cenis line, as was stated above, 
is 3ft. 7} in., while that of the French railway in Savoy, and of the 
Alta Italia Railway in Piedmont, is 4ft. 8}in. There is, accord- 
ingly, a mixed gauge at the Susa station; but all the passengers, 
luggage, mails, and goods must be transferred from one train to 
another, both at the French and at the Italian end of the mountain 
line. It cannot, therefore, be affirmed that the accommodation 
supplied i the Mont Cenis Railway is yet so complete as we have 
a right to hope for in the future. 

We have engraved for this Number two sketches by our 
Special Artist who has been commissioned to go along the whole 
line of the New Overland Route and the Suez Canal, and to furnish 
a series of Illustrations of its scenery and engineering works. The 
one which appears on our front e is a view of the Echelle du 
Diable, or Devil’s Ladder, on the Italian side of Mont Cenis, just 
below Grande Croix, which may be found in the small map published 
last week. The railway itself leaves the Devil's Ladder, as the 
zigzag over this wild mass of rock is called, and takes the line 
which the road first took when Napoleon's engineers planned it, but 
which was given up on account of the snow coming down in ava- 
lanches, and the Echelle du Diable was then laid out. To protect 
the railway here from these avalanches, strong galleries have been 
constructed all along the steep sides of the mountain, so that the 
road is now perfectly safe. Near the top the line is open, and the 
train can be seen g fast up the soe hel hts. At the foot of 
the zigzag lie the remains of one or two gences which have 
broken down ; there is one on a sledge in the foreground; and our

all the cuts highly correct with his umbrella. The ballot which we 
have seen at Manchester has as much affinity with what will be 
wanted in a real fray as the excellent and zealous yeoman’s umbrella 
had with his sword. In the first place, there was no real contest. 
At the last election for Manchester, out of 48,256 electors, upwards of 
30,000 voted ; and at this puny Denes not 7000. All the Conserva- 
tives stood aloof—those who placed Mr. Birley at the head of the 
poll with 15,486 votes; and more than half the Liberals who voted 
at the election kept away from the ballot. Take a couple of quiet 
days and a complete organisation arranged by gentlemen who are 
honestly zealous to perform a feat, and it is nosuch great matter toslip 
7000 envelopes into boxes—the thing is done in the pillar letter-boxes 
of Manchester every day. Throw in another ten thousand electors, 
all excited with party rage, give all the inducements to fraud and 
personation, have a few ordinary riots, and crowd the whole into a 
polling-day, and then see how the machinery will work. The 
experiment is so far from being an exhaustive one that it isscarcely 
an experiment at all. Boys buy things called steam-engines in the 
scientific toyshops, and there is steam which turns a wheel. But 
the wheel is blown round by a jet of steam spirted up from a small 
kettle, and no steam-engine principle is involved. e machines 
have about as much to do with the principle as this Manchester 
performance has with the ballot. But supposing we have seen a 
grand illustration of a mode of taking secret votes, how much further 
are we? Has popular opinion declared for the ballot? We are to 
hear more of it this Session? I speak my own sentiments 
only, but I imagine that I those of thousands who will 
demand, at the proper time, that the ballot, if granted, shall be 
granted only for those who desire it, and that for the majority of 
Englishmen, who are not afraid of anybody, who will not be injured 
in their pockets by voting as they please, and who regard the 
franchise as a trust to be discharged in the sight of their fellow- 
citizens, there shall be an open official record oe. The ballot is, 
I believe, necessary for a class, though not the class whose opinions 
are valuable. But the days for class legislation are said to be gone 
by, and a majority is not to be gagged for the sake of a minority. 
Let us have two modes of recording a vote—one for the i 
Englishman, who hates secrets; the other for the exceptional 
Englishman, who either likes them or has reasons for secrecy. 





Mr. Mackonochie, the Ritualist martyr, declares that it is manly 
to accept the recent decision, and not to seek to evade it. He has 
therefore made such alterations in his service as he considers to 
fulfil the requirements of the Council. One would not gather that 
his celebrations are rendered much less attractive from an artistic 
point of view, as, in lieu of candles, which are not very imposin, 
things, he has obtained a set of seven lamps, which are to remin 
him of the mystic description in the Apocalypse, but which, though 
to be ever-burning, are not to be regarded as ceremonial.

Manet sors tertia, and there will probably 
be found a great number of clergymen who are conscientiously 
attached to a solemn and elaborated ritual, but who are too clear- 
sighted not to see that doctrines, if worth anything, can hold 
their own without the aid of symbolism. We do not hear so much 
about the return crusade against the Evangelicals, and we hope to 
hear no more; but there area large number of worthy men who 
certainly do mane, between vulgar clerks, bawling charity 
children, and an absence of attention to dignity, to make the 
services singularly unattractive. One knows the answer, of course ; 
but there is no real answer to the allegation that, when the Church 
of England services were arranged, the element of attractiveness 
was obviously remembered by men who knew human nature. 








Miss Martineau, who has done more for the instruction of men 
in political economy than any woman we have had ‘among us, and 
who has perhaps aided masculine teaching in that line more than 
sundry great persons for whom she has cleared the ground will 
allow, has just published a collection of her biographical sketches 
of eminent men of her time, and the book is full of interest. 
It were impertinent, at this period in her history, to say 
that Miss Martineau always writes well, were it not that the 
post nati who are perpetually cropping up, are none the worse, in an 
age of some good English and much that is intolerable, for being 
told where to find models of fresh, free, yet exact expression. Her 
new volume contains about forty biographical notices, which have 
appeared in the Daily News since 1852, and which have been care- 
fully revised by Mr. J. R. Robinson, to whose suggestion the 
republication is due. Many persons will hold opposite, or modified, 
opinions from those of Miss Martineau in re to many of the 
personages with whom she has dealt; but all persons should be 
glad of the Re caging of seeing what an accomplished and inde- 
pendent thinker has to say of the celebrities or notorieties of her 
time. And when an author has taken Miss Martineau’s position, it 
becomes the pleasant duty of all members of her own profession to 
apprise their respective circles that she in makes the public her 
debtor. Hence these lines, penned with the most sincere respect. 





Writing two or three weeks ago upon theatrical matters, espe- 
cially the licensing system, I failed, not from want of will but from 
want of any say something which I would now supply.

The Crystal Palace concert of Saturday last brought forward one 
of the many works of Handel which have been too long Law - in 
England. e@ very country in which they were produced. Only 
some half-dozen ‘of twenty oratorios are given by our great 
musical institutions, while ‘‘ Alexander’s Feast’’ and “ Acis and 
Galatea’’ are almost all that are known by the public of his odes, 
serenatas, and other secular works. As Handel may be con- 
sidered to ro ape to England by his long residence and the produc- 
tion of nearly all his compositions here, it is strange, and not very 
creditable to us, that we have never had a satisfactory 


py) ye him or a complete edition of them, and that so 
much of his music should be now overlooked.

hatever may be said as to the principle of such addings to a great 
work, only the most bigoted prejudice can deny the vast accession of 
beauty and effect conferred by these interpolations of Mozart, in 
which the hand of a kindred genius is everywhere apparent. Much 
justification for the application of such a process to Handel's 
music is to be found in the increased variety of orchestral 
effect obtainable since his time, of which he would doubt- 
less have availed hintself had he lived later. We know 
also that he used to improvise many additions to the 
score in his own organ accompaniment; and it is difficult to 
imagine that he would have disapproved of Mozart's accompani- 
ments could he possibly have foreseen such exquisite enrichments. 
These features in the ode were given on Saturday, for the first 
time in this country, the parts having been specially procured from 
Berlin. Some of these added details are of great beauty, and pre- 
sent new thoughts without obscuring or a the original. 
This is especially the case in the soprano airs, ‘‘ What passion can- 
not music raise and quell? ’’ and “‘ The soft complaining flute,’’ the 
former containing some very happy touches in the pizzicato chords 
for violins and various wind-instrument passages—the addition of 
a few notes for the bassoon rendering even more effective the 
original violoncello obbligato (capitally played by Mr. R. Reed) ; 
while in the other song just named the lute in the original score (an 
instrument now in disuse) is replaced alternately by violoncellos 
pizzicato and bassoons legato. Both these solos were sung with 
much grace of style by Madame Sherrington, who also gave the 
more serious air ‘‘ What passion’’ (perhaps the best of the solo 
pieces) with great earnestness of expression (Handel's own obbligato 
organ accompaniment played by Mr. Coward). Another conspicuous 
instance of Mozart’s additions is in the tenor song ‘‘ Sharp violins,’’ 
in which a few notes of sforzandi at the passage ‘‘ depths of pains’’ 
produce an effect far beyond their apparent simplicity. This air 
and the song (with chorus) ‘‘The trumpet’s loud clangor’’ (the 
trumpet solo passages by Mr. Thomas Harper), as well as the long 
recitative which follows the overture, were sung with much power 
by Mr. Cummings. The fine choruses were given by the Crystal 
Palace choir with a clearness, decision, and intonation marking a 
large progress in that improvement which was much wanted in the 
performances of this body. The vigorous writing in the first 
choral movement ‘From Harmony” and the science and 
genius displayed in the two final pieces—‘‘ As from the power”’ 
and “The dead shall live’’— were felt to be of the true 
Handelian stamp, and the performance produced a marked effect. 
The orchestra and its sonia (Mr. Manns) were, as usual, as 
efficient as could be desired. The remainder of Saturday's concert 
calls for no special comment. Spohr’s overture to “‘ Jessonda’’ and 
Haydn's symphony (No. 10 of the Salomon set), splendidly played 
by the orchestra; Mr. Sullivan's elegant little part-song, ‘‘ Oh,

t the last Monday Popular Concert Madame Arabella Goddard 
reappeared, after an interval of several weeks’ indisposition.

THE THEATRES. 


Burlesque has become an institution, and is appealed to whenever 
the sensation or domestic drama has run out its occasional term. 
Burlesque is, in fact, the only form in which the British public per- 
mits the poetical spirit to find embodiment on the modern stage. 
Burlesque is, at any rate, written in verse, however halting, and 
tags its lines with rhymes, however imperfect. It dften shows fancy 
in its various arrangements and associations, in parody and break- 
down, and sially in its puns, however marked by caprice or 
d ed by false orthography.

The full title of Mr. Burnand’s 
burlesque is ‘*Claude du Val; or, The Highwayman for the 
Ladies.’’ Its greater action is introduced by a prologue, in which 
Charles the Second is aided to escape by Claude (Miss M. Oliver) 
and Miss Mabel, ‘‘a gushing young lady’’ (Mr. E. Danvers). 
| Nine years after we find the wandering monarch restored, and 
a new action commences at the mansion of Lord Ronald 
(Miss C. Saunders), where the company are indulging in a ball. 
Here Claude reappears, not now as a poor apprentice, but as the 
gaily-dressed captain of a band of robbers, and renews his acquaint- 
ance with Mabel, But both are victims to a plot by Lord Ronaid 
and Ikey (Mr. P. Day), and are forced to separate. The scene 
then changes to Crackskull-common ; and here the scene of Frith’s 
famous picture is enacted, and the stage appliances are skilfully 
used to produce the utmost effect. Claude has taken the place of 
the wicked Lord and hands Mabel out of the carriage, and after- 
wards a rollicking dance is performed, which brings the scene to a 
hilarious conclusion. But neither Claude’s perils nor Mabel’s are 
over, and they and others have to make an effort at escape by the 
chimney; and ultimately a grand sensation scene of an elevated 
character takes place, for all parties are gathered on the tiles, and 
here the final conflict is witnessed. More, however, remains to be 
done, for Claude has yet to get his testimonials acknowledged by 
Charles, who shows his gratitude in a manner right royal, and the 
gallant highwayman and his affianced are made happy. To this 
piece all the appliances of the theatre have been appropriated, and 
the result is very brilliant, whether as regards scenery, costumes, or 
acting; altogether, it may be pronounced one of Mr. Burnand’s 
best burlesques. 

The burlesque at the Globe, by Mr. R. Reece, is an inferior 
composition, but not without merit. It is founded on the plot of 
“‘The Illustrious Stranger,’’ and entitled “‘Brown among the 
Brahmins; or, Captain Pop and the Princess Pretty Eyes.’’ It 
follows very much the arrangement of its original, and the cha- 
racter of Brown is sustained by Mr. J. Clarke with elaborate effect. 
The terror which he feels at being subjected to the Brahminic®! 
laws, which would compel him to perish with his deceased bride, is 
farcically exaggerated, but extortslaughter. The glitter of the get-up 
the beauty of the costumes, and the merry extravagance of the young 
ladies representing the majority of the dramatis persona, are pleasing 
accompaniments to the dialogue, which is not without point and 
humour.

Mr. Robert Buchanan has seen fit to follow 
the mode, and has lately been making trial of his powers in Scot- 
land. Report has spoken favourably of his efforts. On Monday 
Mr. Buchanan made his first essay in London, and a fashionable and 
intelligent assembly of notable persons was gathered together, with 
others of the general public, at the Queen’s Concert Rooms, 
Hanover-square, to listen to his recitations.

This was followed by ‘‘ Attorney Sneak,”’ the points of whose character 
were adroitly brought out. The next piece was in the Scotch 
dialect—viz., the story of ‘* Willie Baird,”’ as told by the domini« 
a poem replete with beauty, but scarcely fitted for public recit 
tion. We advise that on future occasions it should be much 
abridged. The poem of ‘ Nell’’ was calculated to make some 
sensation, and did so. ‘* The Wake of Tim O’ Hara’’ was entirely 
successful. Still more so was the “Idyll of Love and Whisky,” 
called ** The Widow Mysie."’" Mr. Buchanan has a good voice, but it 
needs cultivation, particularly in regard to flexibility and modula- 
tion. Practice in these respects will do much for him, and it is 
probable that he will become a popular reader.

TRAVELLING IN AFRICA. 


The incidents of travel in the wilderness of South Africa are well described 
by Mr. Thomas Baines and by his fellow-traveller, Mr. James Chapman, 
in their respective narratives of personal adventure and geographical 
exploration, which have been published and extensively read.

The latter, if ‘aloes 
to the Academy, will proceed by a covered way, now nearly com- 
pleted, through the centre of the courtyard, to the old house. Till 
the building for the learned societies is erected, carriages will set 
down in Piccadilly; subsequently, those with visitors to the 
Academy will enter the courtyard and set down at a portico to be 
erected before the old house. The visitor to the Academy exhi- 
bitions will then traverse the hall (now widened), mount the stair- 
case (also to be widened), and on arriving at the first landing will 
through an aperture in the wall into the new buildings. 

urlington House itself will be utilized as offices; also for the 
keeper's residence ; an enlarged and more _— library in one 
wing; Gibson’s works in another wing; and, with the proposed 
addition of a new story, for the reception, and, under certain con- 
ditions, the freer exhibition of the “diploma pictures.”’ 

The new buildings are designed in a classical, though not severe, 
style, by Mr. Smirke, R.A., the architect to the Royal Academy. 
They consist of a large oblong block, parallel with the old house, 
and separated from it only by a space of 7 ft., but extending on 
both sides considerably beyond its frontage. The exhibition- 
rooms are on the first floor, at which we have supposed the visitor 
to have arrived, and are divided into three lateral lines or rows; five in 
the north and south rows, and four inthe middle; therefore, four- 
teen in all. The ten rooms of the north and south lines each 
measure in plan about 40 ft. by 31ft. The dimensions of 
the intermediate line are as follow:—The central room (a 
domed octagonal sculpture-saloon, central to the whole) is about 
40 ft. across. Occupying the whole space westward of this is a 
long gallery, an amplified reproduction of the Great Room in 
Tratalg -square, where likewise the annual dinner will be given ; 
it isin plan 80ft. by 40ft. Eastward of the central saloon is a 
room about 50 ft. by 40 ft. in plan, which will be appropriated as a 
lecture-hall ; the remaining space eastward (about 40 ft. by 30 ft.) 
affords a room intended for water-colour drawings and (as far as 
at present decided) for architectural drawings. ll the exhi- 
bition-rooms communicate with each other, so that there will be 
abundant facilities for circulation. The doors and their casings 
in the southern line are of oak and walnut. In the northern line 
and the Great Room there are no doors, only entrance apertures 
with coloured marble dressings. On the principal panels of these 
will be attached bronze masks of lions’ heads by Sir Edwin 
Landseer. We are glad to see, in regard to the whole scheme 
of decorations, that the Academy is dis to liberally ex- 
pend its funds in order to furnish a fitting receptable for the 
exhibition of the national fine-art products. e desirability 
of providing a suitable casket for containing art-treasures is 
forcibly shown at the South Kensington Museum, and we trust 
that similar good taste will prevail when the present National 
Gallery, with its dis; efully mean entrance and interior, is re- 
edified. The mouldings of the coved ceilings in Burlington- 
gardens are being richly gilt. The stately yet ever-mellow 
and harmonious effect of gilded embellishments cannot be 
other than beneficial to oil tings, and so placed will well 
accord with the frames. The joiners’ and carvers’ work (by Messrs. 
Ruddick) is of very superior character hout, the execution 
of the oak cornices being especially commendable. The flat oak 
ceiling with open rafters of the central room of the northern row, 
which, being intended for sculpture, has a side light, is alro in good 
taste. The same may be said of the floors, which are laid in geo- 
metrical marquetry of oak in various tints and some darker 
woods. The choice of colour for distempering the walls is of more 
than ordinary importance, seeing that it is determined to allow 
some wall space to intervene between each picture, in order to 
neutralise as far as possible any injurious influence which, if in 
juxtaposition, they might have on each other. The preference has 
fallen on the orthodox dull red, inclining slightly to crimson. A 
hue of this description is almost invariably selected by artists for 
the display of oil paintings generally. It relieves yet harmonises 
with flesh tints in figure-pictures, and it presents a peculiarly ad- 
vantageous foil to landscapes. Hot-water apparatus is laid to all 
the rooms. 

As we have intimated, the effect of the gilding and colour of the 
wall on the paintings will probably prove all that can be desired. 
The only feature which it my ve to us will have a novel if not 
questionable influence is the skirting or dado, dn mould- 
ings and base of which is stained black, the in iate portion 
or die being of dark walnut. Throughout the smaller picture- 
rooms this rises 2ft. 4in. from the floor, while in the great room it 
is no less than 2ft. 10in. high. To the credit of the Academy, it 
has been adopted as a ruling principle that every picture deemed 
worthy of exhibition shall be conveniently — that is, fairly visible. 
All pain’ - 4 on a small scale will be — nearly on a level with 
the eye. No work will be hung higher than twelve feet. Full- 
—- ¢ its and large historical compositions may, of course, 
wi vantage be elevated considerably, and, as a uence, the 
tops of such will frequently rise above the height named, but in no 
case, whatever the scale of the work, will the limit of twelve feet 
be exceeded. In accordance also with this principle, no picture will 
be ~~» Uy as to necessitate stooping; “the old ”* may, 
indeed, regarded as virtually, if not really abolished. With 
this object in view, the dado we have mentioned has been 
raised, and, we need not add, will not be encroachedon. Now, 
as the juxtaposition of the dark mass of this dado is an important 
condition to which exhibited pictures have not hitherto been sub- 
jected in this country, the question arises, what influence will it 

ve on the pictures, particularly those resting on it? Well, the effect 
must be, though in a minor degree, owing to the in ition of 
the gold frame, somewhat similar to that of the old black frames of 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. Assuredly, the “ darks"’ 
of a picture must lose more or less force. On the other 
hand, the “lights’’ will be foiled into yo brilliancy, and the 
tones ees to be “‘ cleared up.” n reflection, therefore, we 
think the blac dado will be most damaging to weak 
executed, monotonous paintings of little power or so!

In early morning, mid-day, and evening, 
occasionally the sun’s rays may give extra brilliancy to pictures on 
the west, north, and eastern walls; otherwise, there are no preferable 
—- The lighting of the great room is relatively the same, the 
ntern being lengthened in proportion to the length of the room. 
What will, be it observed, render this, far more than its predecessor, 
‘the Great Room”’ are its spacious, stately aspect, its higher dado, 
and richer decorations (one of the most salient elements in 
which is a series of consoles in the shape of demi-angels 
holding emblems), all contributing, with other causes which might 
be named, to impart to it an air of selectness that will render a 
place on its walls more than ever covetable. Our satisfaction with 
the lighting ceases when we come to the two rooms for sculpture. 
The central domed saloon will have a table and settees in its 
centre, thus giving it the air of what, from its situation, it would 
naturally become—a place for loungers, a rendezvous, and occasion- 
ally a reception-hall. But sculptors’ contributions will also be 
er here, and, we doubt not, very badly lighted. The walls are 
roken up by semi-domed recesses, circular niches for busts, and a 
lofty cornice; a rises far above this, surmounted by the 
lazed dome. The last is much smaller, yet very considerably 
igher, than any other lantern. It follows that the light 
descends cularly, as in a well. To the living subject 
such a light gives a ghastly, hollow-eyed aspect; and its 
destructive effect on sculpture is so well known that the mistake 
appears inexplicable. The evil might to a great extent be remedied 
by lowering the cupola to the cornice ; and any small architectural 
sacrifice this might involve is undeserving of notice in such a case. 
It should, however, be borne in mind that the next or northernmost 
centre room is intended to be the principal sculpture-gallery. Here 
the importance of placing works in relief at an angle of about 45 deg. 
relatively to the source of that light, upon thedirection of which so 
much of the effect of their modelling depends, has been so far re- 
cognised that side windows, replacing the whole north wall of the 
room, have been inserted. Consequently, all the statues which may 
stand from near the window to beyond the centre of the floor will 
be perfectly shown. Even here, however, so wide is the room that 
statues placed farther from the window, and especially any bas- 
reliefs t may be suspended against the opposite wall, will be 
imperfectly lighted.

On the early 
morning of the 20th Aldebaran is near the Moon, the latter preceding 
the star till 5h. 50m. a.m., the time of nearest approach of the two 
bodies. Saturn may be seen near the Moon in the evening hours 
of the 22nd, and Mars during the morning hours of the 25th. On 
the latter evening the brightest star in the constellation Leo, 
Regulus, will be near the Moon; but the latter will be to the west 
of the star till the time of nearest approach, a few minutes after 
eight, the Moon being about $deg. north of Regulus. The latter 
afterwards precedes the Moon. Her phases, or times of change

From this time it rapidly decreases, until, 
on the 20th, he sets only 3m. after the Sun. Till the 13th, on 
which day the Sun and planet rise together, Mercury rises after 
the Sun; from the 13th he rises before the Sun, and is a morning 
star during the remainder of the month, py the Sun by 45m. 
on the last day. On the evening of the Ist he is in his ascending 
node, and at his greatest easterly elongation a little after midnight 
of the 3rd, in perihelion on the morning of the 5th, and stationary 
among the stars a little after noon on the 9th day. On the after- 
noon of the 19th he is in inferior conjunction with the Sun, and on 
the morning of the 28th day Me and Venus are in conjunction, 
Mercury about 4 deg. north of Venus.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


THE DUKE OF BRABANT. 

His Royal Highness Leopold Ferdinand Elie Victor Albert Marie, 
Prince Royal, Duke of Brabant, Count of Hainault, Duke of 
Saxony, and Meir-Apparent of the throne of Belgium, who died on 
the 22nd inst., after a lingering illness, at the Palace of Laeken, in 
the same room where expired his grandfather, Leopold I., was the 
only son of Leopold II., King of the Belgians, by his consort, Maria 
Henrietta Anne, Archduchess of Austria, and daughter of the late 
Archduke Joseph, Palatine of Hungary. The Prince was born at 
the Palace of Laeken, June 12, 1859; and may be well said to have 
been the child of the affections of his doting parents and relatives, 
and of the whole people of Belgium. His demise throws a gloom 
throughout the Belgic territory, and is also oom lamented by his 
kindred, the Queen and Rdyal family of England. King Leopold II. 
has two daughters surviving—Princesses Louisa and pe 
The King’s brother, Prince Philip, Count of Flanders and Duke of 
Saxony, becomes his Majesty’s Heir-Presumptive. 


ADMIRAL SIR L. CURTIS, BART. 


Sir Lucius Curtis, second Baronet, of Gatcombe, in the county 


of Hants, K.C.B., Admiral of the Fleet, 
D.L. for Hants, J.P. for Hants and Wilts, 
who died on the 14th inst., at East Cossham, 
Portsmouth, was the second son of Sir 
Roger Curtis, the first Baronet, by his wife, 
Sarah, youngest daughter and coheir of M. 
Brady, Esq., of Gatcombe House, Hamp- 
shire. He was born June 3, 1786, and 
entered the Royal Navy in 1795. He com- 
manded the Magicienne at the reduction of 
the Isle of Bourbon, and, after much fur- 
ther service, attained the rank of Admiral 
of the Red in 1860, and was made an Ad- 
miral of the Fleet in 1864. He succeeded 
his father as second Baronet, Nov. 14, 
1816. Sir Lucius married, June 1, 1811, 
Mary Figg, eldest daughter of Moses 
Greetham, Esq., of East Cossham, Hants, 
Deputy Judge Advocate of the Fleet, by 
whom (who died May 30,1841) he had issue, five sons, the four 
eldest of whom are deceased; and three daughters, two of whom 
are married—viz., Mary, to John King, Esq., of Loxwood House, 
in the county of Sussex; and Elizabeth Catherine, to Captain 
Rodney Payne O’Shea, late 20th Foot. Sir Lucius is succeeded by 
his grandson (his third son, Roger William’s son), now Sir Arthur 
Curtis, the third Baronet, who was born at Trinidad, in 1858. This 
family springs from the Curtises of Downton, Wiltshire. A scion 
of that house, Sir Roger Curtis, G.C.B., having attained the rank 
of Admiral of the Red, was created a Baronet, Sept. 10, 1794, in 
consideration of his gallantry under Lord Howe in the memorable 
victory of June 1 in that year. He had been previously 
knighted for his conduct at the siege of Gibraltar, in 1782. Sir 
Roger was father of the Baronet just dec . 


LADY CHARLOTTE PALMER. 

Lady Charlotte Palmer, who died on the 17th inst., at her 
husband’s Rectory of Lighthorne, Warwickshire, was the eldest 
daughter of Heneage, fourth Earl of Aylesford, by his wife, Lady 
Louise Thynne, daughter of Thomas, first Marquis of Bath ; and was 
sister of Heneage, fifth Earl of Aylesford; and aunt of Hen » 
sixth and present Earl. Her Ladyship was born on Jan. 31, 1785, 
and George III. and his Queen stood sponsors for her. Lady 
Charlotte was married Jan. 22, 1823, to the Rev. Charles Palmer, 
M.A., Rector of Lighthorne, Warwickshire. 


MR. ASHPITEL. 

Arthur Ashpitel, Esq. who died on the 16th inst., at his 
residence, Poets’ Corner, Westminster, in the sixty-second year of 
his age, was a distinguished member of the Royal Institute of 
British Artists, and past vice-president; Fellow of the Royal 
Asiatic Society; Fellow of the Society of Arts; Fellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries; and a member of many other societies. 
His lite and poetical attainments were also very great. The 
funeral took place on the 25th inst., when his remains were interred 
in the family vault at St. John’s, Hackney, where were consigned 
to the tomb years since his father, mother, and brother.

The will of the Right Hon. Charles Augustus Baron Howard de 
Walden and Seaford, G.C.B., K.T.S., her Majesty’s Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Pleni tiary to the King of the 
Belgians, was proved, on the 16th inst., under £2000 personalty in 
England. His Lordship died Aug. 29 last, at Leave, in Belgtum, 
at the age of sixty-nine.

The will of the Hon. Miss Lydia Emily Baring, of 23, Princes- 
gate, Hyde Park, and of West Hill, near Fareham, Hants, was 
proved in London on the 16th inst., by her nephew, the Right Hon, 
Alexander Hugh Baron Ashburton, the sole executor and trustee. 
The personalty was sworn under £14,000. The testatrix was the 
daughter of the second Lord Ashburton, P.C., some time Secretary 
to the Board of Control, Paymaster-General of the Forces, and 
Treasurer of the Navy.
